Now if, during any part of this exercise, some 
friend should happen in, merely to see the School, the 
Teacher feels under an obligation to show him some~ 
marks of attention, at least to point out to him the 
proficiency of his class, the lessons they are now attend- 
ing to, &c. Thisso breaks the course of studies, 
that though the call may be a short one, the Teacher 
looses considerable time, before he can again connect 
the chain and proceed. 

It is painful to complain of any thing, however un- 
happy its tendency, which has been done from the best 
of motives. These are the friends of Sabbath Schools, 
who are hindered by other duties, from engaging as 
Teachers, but are willing tocountenance and encour- 
age the efforts of others. I would respectfully sug- 
gest to them, whether this might not be done more el- 
fectually by speaking with them at other times, and 
by spending what leisure time they can command, dur- 
ing the hours of the School, in their closets, suppli- 
cating that blessing without which all our efforts to do 
good will be unsuccessful. 

Sometimes indeed, it is well 
engaged in the same labour of love, to witness the

Schools, in order that they may have the benefit of 
adopting the best plan for their own; and sometimes,
